First Baptist church of Savannah, 
today was elected president of the 
Georgia Baptist Convention, succeed- 
ing Dr. John D. Mell, of Athens, who 
held the post for 17 years. 

Dr. White was nominated by Dr. 
w. A. Taliaferro, pastor of the Bull 
“Street Baptist church of. Savannah, 
who told the convention Dr. Mell 
was ineligible to continue in the presi- 
dency because of his connection as 
field representative for certain denom- 
inatiotal institutions. 

It marked the first time in several 
years that there had ben any opp0S!- 
tion to the re-election of Dr. Mell. 


D. D. Ragsdale, of Macon, was re- 


elected secretary of the convention and 
&. J. Forrester, of Sparta, was re- 
elected treasurer. Both were returned 
to their posts by acclamation. Mr. 
Ragsdale has served the convention as 
secretary since 1886. 

H. D. Warnock, of Forsyth, was 
appointed assistant secretary of the 
convention by Mr. Ragsdale. 

Dr. White's election followed a dis- 
cussion on the floor of the conven- 
tion as to Dr. Mell’s eligibility.

bus, Ga., said it was “exceedingly un- |

The exact figures were 278,259 
for last year and 308,928 in 1929. 

The number of trucks showed a cor- 
responding increase. In 1928 there 
were 40,170 trucks in use, and this 
year there were 47,858. 


‘Rep. Denison, of Illinois, 


Declares Charges Are 
Based on Mistake—Not 
Trunk Owner.

The indictment of Representative Ed- 
ward E. Denison, of Illinois, by a 
federal grand jury today on a charge 
of possession of liquor added new 
force to the storm which has raged 
recently over prohibition enforcement 
in-the capital. 
A leaking suitcase. and a trunk 
containing liquor, addressed to John 
Layne, in care of Denison, 411 House 
Office building, were the bases of the 
indictment, which also named - Layne, 
who was his secretary nine years ago. 
Denison said the indictment resulted 
from a mistake, and Layne disclaimed 
any connection with the case. ~ 
Lhe grand jury action follows a 
report by prohibition agents Novem- 
ber S that they had found a leak- 
ing Suitcase at the Union station and 
later a trunk containing liquor at 
Denison’s office last January 19, 
after. Denison returned from a visit 
to Panama. He made the Panama 
trip accompanied by h’s nephew. 
Oharles Lane, of St. Louis, his sec- 
retary, Miss Lucile Lee, said. 
_ Consistent Dry Voter. 
Denison has been a consistent dry 
voter during his eight terms as rep- 
resentative of the 25th Illinois dis- 
trict, which includes Williamson 
county where the Herrin riots  oe- 
curred. He voted for the eighteenth 
amendment, the Volstead act, and she 
Jones law. The latter imposes* dras- 
tic penalties on liquor law violators. 

ae was advised at his home in 
Marion, Ill., of the grand jury’s ac- 
tion. The situation was explained to 
him by Miss Lee in a telephone con- 
versation, and an. Associated Press 
staff reporter asked him if he de- 
sired to make a statement. 

_Expressing “surprise” that an_ in- 
dictment had been returned, Denison 


said: 
“When the prohibition agents came 
to my office and inquired about a 
trunk, I permitted them to inspect 
it. I found that the trunk was not 
mine; that it belonged to some one 
else and that the express company 
had made a mistake in directing a 
trunk to me that I did not own. 
explained it fully to the agents and 
I am very much surprised that an 
indictment has been returned.” 
similar mistake had been made, 


he said, with regard to a handbag. His | 


nephew, Lane, he added, had a bag, 
but a mistake had been made and the 
wrong one sent to him. He indicated 
he thought the matter had been dis- 
posed of satisfactorily. He expects to 
come to Washington soon. 


Dry Aent’s Report. 


The prohibition agent’s report said 
shipping tags on the bag and trunk 
were addressed to John Layne at 
Denison’s office. When they first 
called at the office, they said, Deni- 
son told'them he did not have a key 
to the trunk, but when they called 
again, they said, he had decided the 
trunk was not his and gave his per- 
mission for them to force it open. It 
was found, they’ reported, to contain 
whisky and gin. 

John Layne, who i¢ in general 
counsel’s office at the internal revenue 
bureau, said today he did not accom- 
pany Denison to Panama, had never 
been there and that he was not out 
of Washington during January. He 
was emphatic in declaring that he was 
not connected in any way with the 
case and that the indictment was the 
result of “mistaken identity.” 

The indictment caused much  sur- 
prise among Denison’s colleagues in 
the house, two of whom—Representa- 
tives Michaelson, of Illinois, and Mor- 
gan, of Ohio—have been embroiled 
with prohibition enforcement authori- 
ties during the past year. 

Michaelson was indicted for smug- 
gling liquor into Florida from the 
West Indies but was acquitted. His 
brother-in-law, Walter Gramm, of Chi- 
cago, pleaded guilty to prohibition 
on Fr in that case which followed 
the Michaelson acquittal and was 
fined $1,000.

IS ALSO RECOUNTED 


Former Employe Says 
Sligh Once Planned To 
Burn Negro and Collect 
Insurance.

OCILLA, Ga., Nov. 19.—(/)—Har- 

ry K. Sligh, charged with a $90,000 
insurance plot murder, tonight trusted 
his life to an unsworn 17-word state- 
ment to the Irwin county superior 
court jury trying him here. 

The sole evidence of the defense, 
the statement said: “Gentlemen of 
the jury, the testimony of John Daw-' 
son is absolutely false and I am not 
guilty.” 

Sligh began his statement deliber- 
ately, but near the end his voice broke 
and he left the stand hurriedly. 

Sligh is charged with slaying Harry 
Loving, a 19-year-old youth, and burn- 
ing his body in his farm home near 
here in September, 1926, in a plot to 
collect life insurance of nearly $90,000, 
Aubrey C. and James Hoover, also

As he was. drinking coffee in 
a filling station, he said, an automo- 
bile passed and “Harry waved from 
it, saying, ‘So long, see you in 
Florida’.”’ 

“That was the last I saw of my 
chum.”

Last summer, when Governor Hard- 
man signed the bill making the teach- 
ing of bird lore a part of the state's 
education program, he said: “This 
is a bill which Georgia has long need- 
ed. It gives me great pleasure to 
approve it.” 

The remark of the chief executive 


was overheard by Mrs. Weathersbee, 
who had sponsored the bill before the 
legislature. She incorporated it in her 
report of the Georgia legislation made 
at the convention of the American 
Humane Association in St. Louis last 
month. ° 

Dr. Lammer, of Louisville, listened 
as the report was made. In Louis- 
ville, where he has retired from active 
practice as a physician, he has de- 
voted his time to humane work.

NEW YORK. Nov. 19.—(4)—Gov- 
ernor Franklin D. Roosevelt. of New 
York, in an article in the December | 
issue of “The Forum,” urges govern- 
ment ownership and operation of the 
St. Lawrence, Muscle Shoals and 
Boulder Dam water power sites, and 
a stricter contro] of the private utili- 
ty corporations. 

“Those who still believe.” the ar- 
ticle says, “in the basic theory that a 
public utility is now what it has been 
always—a servant of the public pro- 
viding service without discrimination, 
at a reasonable rate and for a reason- 
able return on the investment—.. 
are seeking only a return to the an- 
cient principles and protection of the 
average man and woman.’ 

Governor Roosevelt calls it illogical 
for holding companies to pyramid 
their capitalization or form a company 
capitalized at $1,000,000, with $300, 
000 worth of stock, to add a theoreti- 
eal $1,000,000 to its capital value 
based on the “reproduction” theory, 
and so to give stockholders the right 
to dividends on $1,300.000, which 
amounts to 34 per cent of their origi- 
nal investment. 

“The investors of 20 years ago were 
perfectly aware.” his article con- 
tinues, “that when they put their 
money into the bonds or stocks of 
public utility corporations they could 
not and should not expect to get the 
same kind of unlimited profits which 
they might have expected, both legal- 
ly and ethically. if they had invested | 
in wholly private enterprises which 
did not have the social characteristies 
of utilities.”

End Comes me Feieses Civil 
Engineer at Home of 
His Son. 


Benjamin Mortimer Hall, Sr., prom- 
inent Atlantan, internationally-known 
engineer and since 1910 active as the 
senior member of the firm of B. M. 
Hall & Sons, civil, mining and by- 
draulic engineers, died Tuesday ait- 
ernoon at the residence of his son, B. 
M. Hall, Jr., 1111 Clifton road. Mr. 
Hall had resided with his son since 
the death last August of his wife, 
Mrs. Kate Chamberlain Hall. He was 
76 years old. 

Mr. Hall. was born January 31, 
1853, in Fairfield county, South Caro- 
lina. The family removed to Georgia 
in 1854. He was reared on a plan- 
tation operated by his father in Web- 
ster county. When 16 years old, Mr. 
Hall’s father removed to Floyd coun- 
ty. Entering the University of Geor- 
gia he received the degrees of B. E.., 
and C. and M. E., and in 1921 was 
awarded the honorary degree of doctor 
of science by the institution. 

He was professor of mathematics 
at North Georgia Agricultural col- 
lege from 1876 until 1880 and after- 
ward supervised mining operations and 
marble quarries at Dahlonega and 
Tate. He was consulting engineer of 
the United States Geological survey 
from 1896-1903 and superyised the 
‘stream gauging work in the southeast- 
ern states made during 1902. 

In 1889 he organized the firm of 
Hall Brothers, the name being 
changed in 1906 to B. M. Hall & 
Sons, 

Mr. Hall was supervising engineer 
of the United States reclamation serv- 
ice for New Mexico, Texas and Okla- 
hema from 1904 until 1907. He ton- 
structed the Hondo, Carlsbad and 
Leasburg projects, negotiated terms 
of the Mexico-Rio Grande treaty at 
El Paso, Texas; made original plans 
for the Elephant Butte dam and Rio 
Grande project and superyised the 
settlement of all water rights dis- 
putes on the Rio Grande. 

Leaving the service in 1907 Mr. 
Hall organized the Porto Rican En- 
gineering Company, and went to Porto 
Rico as chief engineer for the con- 
struction of a gigantic irrigation proj- 
ect which was completed in 1912. The 
success of the project assured in 1910, 
Mr. Hall returned to the states and 
became active with his firm. 

Mr. Hall was a member of the Geor- 
gia Academy of Science, the Society 
of Civil Engineers and the American 
Institute of Mining Engineers. He 
was a steward and trustee of St. 
Mark’s Methodist church and was 
chairman of the water power commit- 
tee of the National Conservation Con- 
gress. He also was the author of sev- 
eral books on waterpower, and issued 
several pamphlets dealing with these 
subjects for the United States goy- 
ernment. 

He is survived by a daughter, Mrs. 
Brainard K. Clapp; another son, 
Warren FE. Hall; a sister, Mrs. Ger- 
trude Hall Jones; four brothers, M. 
R., J. R., O. P. and M. B. Hall, and 
nine grandchildren. 

Funeral services will be held at 11 
o'clock Thursday morning at Spring 
Hill chapel with the Rev. W. L. Du- 
ren officiating.

months. 

The postmaster-general said 
committee had decided to‘award ocean 
mail contracts to the lowest bidder. 
The awards have been held up for 
three months because a question of 
whether companies which had pur- 
chased ships from the shipping board 
should not be favored, regaraless of 
whether they were low bidders. 

Brown revealed the committee had 
determined the law clearly stated that 
the contracts were to go to the com- 
pany making the lowest bid, so long 
as that company ran its ships under 
American registry and flew the 
American flag. 


In order to stimulate construction | 
of new tonnage the postmaster-general 


said the committee would favor com- 
panies planning immediate construc- 
tion of new ships. 

“In all probability,” Brown said, 
“anether six months will see _ the 
shipyard capacity of the country 
completely filled.” 

A total of 40 new ships, fast and 
large enough to compete with any on 
the ocean, is planned by the compa- 
nies who have indicated intentions of 

bmitting bids for ocean mail. 

new liners planned for the 
Atlantic will cost approxi- 
$25,000,000, Brown - said. 
(ther vessels for other routes will be 
the most modern that marine archi- 
tecture and engineering can design. 

Money for the construction of such 
ships will be made available from the 
$250,000,000 loan fund created by 
the Jones-White act, and will be ad- 
ministered by the shippinz board and 
the navy department. Companies 
planning such vessels can borrow up 
to 75 per cent of the total to be 
spent on new tonnage from this fund. 

“Details of the decision of the inter- 
departmental committee will not be 
announced in full until after Secre- 
tary Adams, a member, returns from 
Cedar Rapids, where he will go to- 
morrow to represent the administra- 
tion at the funeral of the late Sec- 
retary Good. 

It is understood that Chairman 
O'Connor, of the shipping board, made 
a vigorous effort to have companies

FOR MISSNG. AIRMAN 


NEW YORK, Nov. 19.—(United 
News.)—All avaUable airplanes and 
pilots in the Alaskan area are be- 
ing pressed into service in the search 
for Carl Ben Eielson, neted aviator- 
explorer, who is lost somewhere in 
the ice-locked seas off the far north- 
ern coast of Siberia, officials of the 
Aviation Corporation here were in- 
formed today. 

Eielson has been missing since No- 
vember 9, when he headed out from 
Teller, Alaska, into a raging blizzard. 
He was flying across the bleak wastes 
of the arctic seas to rescue passen- 
gers on the fur-trading motor ship, 
Nanuk, icebound off North cape since 
September. 

The flier was reported lost in a tel- 
egram received here today by G. B. 
Grosvenor, president of the Aviation 
The message came from 
Frank Dorbandt, Eielson’s friend and 
flying mate. 

“EKielson and I left Teller for North 
Cape, Siberia, on November 9,” the 
message said. “One hour out I turned 
back. Eielson went on. There was 
a blizzard and it has been storming 
since. Ejielson was sighted by na- 
tives 60 miles off North Cape, but did 
not land. It was nearly dark and 
visibility was poor. Will keep you 
informed.” 

Officials of the Aviation Corpora- 
tion wired Dorbandt immediately, sug- 
gesting that all available planes in 
the area be made ready for the search. 
and that they take off as soon as 
the blizzard abates. 

Grosvenor said he has been  in- 
formed that unless Eielson was in- 
jured in a forced landing or crash, 
the chances are good that he is alive. 
He had ample provisions, was warmly 
clad and carried firearms. 

If necessary, Grosvenor said, an ex- 
pedition will be sent out of Seattle 
to search for the lost flier. =

AN IMPORTANT PUBLIC SERVICE. 

Approximately 18 years ago the 
Georgia Power Company brought 
into existence the real beginning of 
hydro-electric development in the 
State. It was at a time when the 
more conservative investor looked 
with doubt on the financial success 
of the enterprise. Indeed, this chief 
development had as assets in the 
way of an immediate return, the 
street railway property and the 
property of the Atlanta Gas Light 


cident to the outbreak of the World 
War, conditions had so changed 
that in the short period of six years 
the lighting property of this com- 
pany had developed to support the 
gas property and the street railway 
property, otherwise there was at 
least a possibility that these two 
parent supports would have been 
greatly weakened. ' 

During this first six years of de- 
velopment, expansion of a state- 
wide schedule was well-nigh impos- 
sible on account of the changed con- 
ditions following the World War. 
However, beginning some 10 years 
ago this economic, convenient serv- 
i¢e in the homes and the factories 
has spread by leaps and bounds, 
until almost anywhere in the state 
one can see tangible evidence of 
this modern, economic convenience 
and necessity. 

Over south Georgia, due to the 
far removed location from the pri- 
mary source of development, it was 
regarded even four or five years ago 
as a possibility that might be real- 
ized in a long number of years, but 
no one had the optimism to enter- 
tain the hope that it would spread 
so quickly. By the inter-connec- 
tion of different companies the most 
distant section of south Georgia has 
the same opportunity in the way of 
rates and unlimited service as north 
Georgia, although in the latter case 
the territory is at the source of sup- 
ply. Therefore, south Georgia is in 
a position to compete for industrial 
developments with the same induce- 
ments to offer as north Georgia. 

The Georgia Public Service Com- 
mission soon caught the vision of 
the possibilities of this development, 
and while on several occasions its 
decisions were appealed to the 
courts because, in the opinion of 
the company, rates too low were 
prescribed, time and experience has 
abundantly justified its position. 

The attitude of the commission 
that the rates should be uniform 
throughout the territory served by 
the Georgia Power Company is to 
be commended. 

Just recently the commission held 
to this view in revising rates for 
commercial light and retail power. 
So it is that now the most distant 
community in south Georgia served 
by the Georgia Power Company has 
the same rates for residential light 
and residential power, commercial 
light and retail power as the cities 


and Gainesville enjoy. 

Another important decision re- 
cently promulgated by the commis- 
Sion cuts in half the line rental 
charge for rural electric lines. Al- 
ready some 1,500 miles of lines 
have been constructed and 600 ad- 
ditional miles are in contemplation 
during the next 12 months, travers- 
ing various rural sections where the 
general public has shown a dispo- 
sition to take the service.

The Baby’s

M. Dubreuil, a workman who re- 
cently visited America and worked 
there for a time in the Ford factories 
wrote a book on his experiences and 
discusses the question as to whether 
it costs the average Frenchman more 
to live than the average American. He 
gives some decisive data. In terms 
of work, the American working man 
earns a dozen eggs in 55 minutes, the 
Frenchman in 150 minutes. The 
pound of sugar keeps the American 
wage-earner busy for 7 minutes, the 
French for 35 minutes. Likewise 
through a list of standard foodstuffs. 
The advantage is all with the Ameri- 
can from a 6-to-9 ratio on potatoes 
to a 1-to-9 ratio on roast pork. On 
coal the American has nearly a 1-to-4 
advantage. It is less on clothes, but 
on cheap cars (if the French work- 
man ever could buy one), the Ameri- 
can wins by 3 to 13. The sole neces- 
sity of life which is cheaper for the 
Frenchman in the ratio of 7 to 15, 
is lodging and house rent. Even 
there the comparison is false, if one 
considers the kind of lodging avail- 
able for, and accepted by, the work- 
ingmen of the two countries. The 
American has his bathroom, his cen- 
tral heating and his own little ga- 
rage; the Frenchman has to be con- 
tent with the most primitive sanita- 
tion and heating and he has no need 


for a garage.

Health Talks

Cigaret Smoke Analyzed and Con- 
firmed Smokers Found Wanting. 


There is a lot of difference between 
the smoke drawn through a cigaret 
and the smoke that is given off from 
the burning end into the room. The 
smoke drawn through the cigaret is 


called the “mainstream” and that giv- 
en off from the burning tip the “side- 
stream.” Dr. Emil Bogen, of Cin- 
cinnati, has investigated the ques- 
tion scientifically. He finds that the 
mainstream, that is, the smoke drawn 
into the mouth, contains more car- 
bon monoxide than the _ sidestream 
does, about the same amount of nico- 
tine and less ammonia. 

The sidestream, that is, the smoke 
that curls into the air from the burn- 
ing tip, is acrid and irritating be- 
cause of the ammonia in it; it is 
alkaline because of the ammonia; but 
it contains little or no carbon monox- 
id? because combustion. at the tip is 
complete, from the presence of plenty 
of oxygen, so that the sidestream con- 
sists mainly of carbon dioxide. 

The ammonia in the sidestream ac- 
counts for the irritation of nose and 
eyes of a non-smoker in the room with 
a smoker; or it may account for the 
irritation of the smoker’s nose and 
eyes if the smoke from his own cig- 
aret gets into his nose or eyes. Hold- 
ing a lighted cigaret in the hand pro- 
duces more poisonous materials in 
the room air than are present in the 
smoke drawn through the cigaret in- 
to the mouth. Once more the non- 
smoker who objects to the impolite- 
ness, to say the least, of smokers who 
fumigate a room without having asked 
consent of all present, has _ solid 
grounds for having the smoker eject- 
ed or at least instructed in the rudi- 
ments of courtesy. 

In a blindfold test Goodman found 
his subjects unable to tell anything 
about the kind of cigarets they 
smoked, without seeing the labels. Dr. 
Bogen’s subjects were university stu- 
dents, laborers and professional men, 
and the best they could do was to 
distinguish sometimes, American from 
Turkish or West Indiay tobacco. They 
failed to detect any difference be- 
tween various brands of American 
cigarets. 

American tobacco was found to 
yield the highest amount of nicotine, 
West Indian the lowest, Oriental mid- 
way between. Some so-called “de- 


less it has absolute certainty on which | 


nicotinized” cigarets were found to 
contain rather more nicotine’ than 
West Indian brands. 

Considerable nicotine condenses in 
the stump of the cigaret from the 
smoke as it is drawn through. There- 
fore Dr. Bogen suggests that it is 
better to throw away a cigaret when 
it is half burned. I would amend 
that to read throw it away before it 
is lighted—and use a pipe instead. 

Fast smoking yields a high con- 
centration of nicotine, aldehydes and 
furfural in the mainstream. It is 
better to take small, intermittent 
puffs, so that the cigaret will not burn 
down to the two-thirds mark in less 
than 10 minutes, Dr. Bogen advises. 
I would offer an amendment to that, 
too. I can’t for the life of me see 
how any man who has known the 
pleasure of a flock of pipes and tem- 
perate use thereof can content him- 


self with the bad boy’s delight.

Text of Statement. 


The statement made on behalf of 
the railroad executives was as fol- 
lows : 

“The railway presidents were 
unanimous in their determination to 
co-operate in the maintenance of 
employment and business progress. 
It was stated that the railways which 
they represented would proceed with 
full programs of construction and 
betterments without any reference to 
recent stock exchange fluctuations; 
that they weuld canvéss the situation 
as to further possibilities of expan- 
sion, and that amongst these particu- 
lar railways it appeared that the to- 
tal volume of such construction work 
already indicated an inerease during 
the ‘next ‘six months over the similar 
period of last year. 

“It was agreed that the whole ques- 
tion should taken up at the meet- 
ing of the railway executives conven- 
ing in Chicago. next Friday, with 
view to securing co-operation of all 
railways in the United States in such 
a program. At that time steps wi 
be taken to canvass the railways to. 
determine the exact amount of. con- 
struction and betterments which can 
be undertaken over the forthcoming 
year and during the next six months. 

“The railway executives felt that 
it was desirable that similar confer- 
ences should be called in other indus- 
trial groups, and that some method 
of co-ordination of their different ac-

This committee probably will ‘be 
called upon to co-operate with the de- 
partment of commerce and other gov- 
ernment agencies in co-ordinating the 
efforts that are being and will be 
made to promote business progress. 

As viewed by those who are advis- 
ing with President Hoover, the prob- 
lem is to maintain employment by not 
only continuing, but increasing, indus- 
trial and commercial activities. The

ENTANGLE AIR WAVES

“By nature, the Georgian was an 
individualist from pioneer days until 
late years,’ Dr. Brittain stated. He 
cited the trend of the state authori- 
ties in charge of education to develop 
state institutions in an _ individual 
manner and without co-operating with 
others, as being characteristic of the 
history of education in this state. 


Added Difficulties Early. 


An added difficulty “came from the 
founding of our public schools during 
the times when our people were em- 
bittered by reconstruction,” Dr. Brit- 
tain said, adding, “Consequently, 
growth was much slower than in 
northern and western commonwealths, 
though the same situation, in more 
or less degree, is found in other south- 
ern states from Virginia to Texas.” 

In tracing the history of educational 
development in Georgia, Dr. Brittain 
referred to the “poor schools’’ as a 
significant feature. In this connec- 
tion he said: “During the early years, 
the legislature occasionally paid some 
slight attention to education, and ap- 
propriated $250,000 at one time early 
in the century, and a few years later 
$500,000 to be divided between the 
academies and these free elementary 


schools. Unfortunately, however, the 
general assembly stigmatized the free-

Although magis- 
trates were required to make a list of 
poor children entitled to the benefits 
of the state appropriation, only 53 of 
93 counties of the state in 1849 made 
any application for any part of the 
fund. Most of the indifference then 
manifest a#vas due to the insulting dis- 
tinction between the academies and 
the poor schools, he said. 

One of the consequences of this dis- 
tinction was that in 1850 one-fifth of 
the white people of Georgia were il- 
literate and as late as 1860 18 per 
cent could not read and write. The 
percentage of illiterates among the 
negroes was practically 100 per cent 
by reason of the fact that laws were 
passed forbidding the teaching of peo- 
ple of color, Dr. Brittain said.

Irish Plan of Operation 
Calls for Fast Guards 
and Backs. 


By Howard H. Jones, 


Southern California Coach. 

Variety in systems of offense has 
increased somewhat in the last 15 
or 20 years. However, on close ob- 
servation one will find a great many 
football teams using similar systems 
of attack. 

For a number of years the most 
commonly used formation of attack 
was the unbalanced line and one wing 
back. In this formation coaches sim- 
ply eliminated the position of the 
quarterback behind center and estab- 
lished the new position just outside 
the strong side end and a yard back. 
The reason for this change was that 
a man in this new position could be 
used effectively as‘& lineman, yet still 
carry the ball on reverse plays. 


Another formation of attack being 
used more every year is the two wing 
back, applied to either the balanced 
or unbalanced line. 

NEW METHOD. 


In this system the back man on the 
old tandem formation has been elimi- 
nated and placed back a yard from 
the line of scrimmage just outside the 
weak side end. The running attack 
from a formation of this type de 
pends entirely upon reverses and fake 
reverses, with the fullback handling 
the ball on every play. The system 
has been used successfully by Glenn 
Warner, now coaching . Stanford. 

Another system used extensively 
throughout the country is the Notre 
Dame attack, which requires shift- 
ing the ends to wider positions and 
the shifting of all four backs to either 
side. The successful operation of this 
system depends upon fast and clever 
backs and speedy guards for inter- 
ference, 


It is only natural to assume that 
when a coach is using a certain sys- 
tem of attack~he favors it. I have 
spent the last eight years of coaching 
by employing the shift attack. I 
started by placing the tackles a little 
wider on the line of scrimmage, and 
held the guards and ends back and 
shifted these men to the line of 
scrimmage just before the ball was 
snapped. This shift was what one 
would term a quick jump shift, and 
differed from the old Minnesota shift 
in that the Minnesota play required 
a full step and a jump. 


MAIN REASON. 


My main reason for using this type 
of system was that I believed the 
point of attack could be better con- 
cealed by causing a defensive team to 
shift, instead of permitting them to 
observe pointing backs or over-zealous 
players. Then, too, by shifting vari- 
ous players the eligible receivers for 
a forward pass could suddenly be 
changed. At present I am shifting 
every lineman except the center. 

The first year I used the shift 
attack was at Iowa, in 1921. when 
Iowa won the Big Ten championship 
and defeated Notre Dame for the 
western championship. 


The strongest argument against~a 
shift attack has been that linemen 
shifting lose their balance, and conse- 
quently cannot put the full drive into 
their charge. Another argument op- 
posed ‘to the shift is that it cripples 
the generalship of the quarterback. 

CONSTANT DRILLING. 


My opinion jis that the first objec- |

most successful judgment today is 


based upon experiment, and 


eess it has attained on previous at-| 


tempts. 

It is very difficult to prove whether | 
this or that system is the best. The 
winning of games is no distinct proof, | 
because it is unlikely that the ma- 
terial throughout both teams is 
equally balanced in strength. 

About the only thing that can be 
said is that most of the systems em- 
ployed in larger universities are good.

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DAY IN FINANCE 
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With Market Back to Normalcy Wall 
Street Is Now Watching the White 
House Conferences Between Hoover 
and Business Leaders—The Merger 
Program for Railroads Started in 
1920 Is Believed By Many To Be 
Near a State of Action. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 19.—There was 
a further decline in the volume of 
trading on the New York Stock Ex- 


change today with some irregularity 
of prices in the early trading but with 
a recovery then starting lasting to 
the close. The market closed with 
leading shares at the best prices of 
the day up from 1 to 7 points. There 
were no wild price changes either 
way. The day’s stock market experi- 
ence left Wall Street with more con- 
fidence than at any time since prices 
began to crumble the last week in Oc- 
tober. 

For the first half hour 
amounted to only 534,000 shares 
against 749,000 yesterday. For the 
three hours the volume was 2,710,000 
shares against 2,737,000 yesterday. 
These figures show plainly that nerv- 
ousness had entirely disappeared. 

Further evidence of the lack of 
speculative interest in the stock mar- 
ket is found in the day’s continued 


trading 


low money rates quoted today were 
entirely unforseen only a few weeks 
ago. 

Wall Street was greatly interested 
in the conference held at Washing- 
ton this morning between President 
Hoover and the country's railway 
presidents. Early in the day it was 
learned that the chairman of the I. 
C. C. had been called into the con- 
ference. Wall Street quickly con- 
cluded that railway executives would 
make use of the existing situation to 
bring about an early statement on the 
part of the I. C. C. representing the 
government as to what _ railroads 
would be allowed to merge. 

Merger Law. 

It was in February, 1920, that con- 
gress passed the law instructing the 
I. C. C. to at once prepare. a plan 
for merging all of the railroads’ of 
the country into some 20 systems. A 
tentative plan was announced within 
two years; but nothing came of it.

In the meantime sentiment became 
crystallized in favor of voluntary in- 
stead of compalsory railroad consoli- 


dations. It has been understood for 
some weeks that the I. C. C. was 
about ready to announce a new rail- 
road merger plan. It is a matter of 
common knowledge that the railroads 
have been holding back extensive im- 
provement and development s un- 
til the railroad merger question is 
decided. Wall Street expects an early 
merger announcement from the I. C. 
C. with congress then making a change 
in the 1920 merger clause if such 
change is necessary. 

President Hoover was given figures 
by railroad presidents showing im- 
provements under way and contem- 
plated with a statement to the effect 
that there would be no change in 
}these plans because of the reecnt stock 
market collapse. 

A decline was reported in building 
permits in the Greater New York 
district for the week ending Novem- 
ber 13. For the year to date the 
total is now $1,018,000,000. This is 
a daily average of $3,801,000 against 
$5,153,000 for the corresponding pe- 
riod of 1928. 

Much interest was displayed by 
Wall Street to renewed reports from 
Detroit that Henry Ford is getting 
ready to make changes in his Model 
A cars. Despite official denials these 
rumors are credited in the financial 
district here. The feeling here is that 
there will be no sweeping changes in 
Ford cars but that certain refinements 
will be made. Wall Street believes 
that it will be many a long day be- 
fore Ford again overstays his mar- 
ket as he did a few years ago before 
switching from Model T to Model A. 

: Acceptances Cut. 

Bankers’ acceptances were cut one- 
eighth of 1 per cent twice today, the 
sixth reduction so far this month and 
the tenth cut since October 23 with 


the rate for 90 days now 438 to 3 


per cent. ®The supply of call money 
offered on the outside money market 
at 3 per cent exceeds the demand. 
The rate on so-called federal funds, 
that is, the available credit of mem- 


ber banks at the federal reserve banks 
which is loaned to other member 
banks. has dropped to 2 per cent, 
the lowest of the year, with difficulty 
reported in placing such funds even 
at this rate. The time money market 
is inactive because that market has 
not as yet adjusted itself to changed 
eredit conditions following unprece- 
dented liquidation in the stock mar- 
ket. It is safe to predict, however, 
that lower rates “re ahead of time 
money. Corporations as a whole now 
have more cash or its equivalent than 
ever before. Many large as well as 
small traders in the stock market all 
over the country are now financially 
in the hospital or walking on crutches 
but banks throughout the country re- 
port withdrawal of funds by deposi- 
tors for the purpose of buying stocks 
at attractive prices and stock ex- 
change houses report odd lot buying 
of stocks as heavy. Hence it is plain 
that many individuals as well as 
financial institutions and corporations 
have funds seeking employment. 

Common stocks on railroads which 
have been paying dividends for years 
may now be purchased in the open 
market to yield the buyer from 5 to 
71-2 per cent. Idle funds are now 
going into these stocks and into shares 
of seasoned dividend-paying indus- 
trials. This buying. together with 
completed distress selling, is causing 
the stock market boat to rock Jess 
violently. When bargain hunting for 
seasoned stocks has advanced the 
prices of these shares to a level in 
line with the earning power of money 
in the open market, then idle funds 
will go into outstanding good bonds. 
And then into speculative bonds and 
stocks. In the meantime there will be 
decided curtailment of new bond and 
stock issues.

POPE IS EXPECTED 
TO NAME CARDINALS 
FOR CONSISTORIES 


VATICAN CITY, Nov. 19.—()— 
Official announcement today that the 
pope would hold a secret consistory on 
December 16 and a public consistory 
three days later led to almost certain 
belief that a number of cardinals 
would be appointed to fill the many 
vacancies now existing in the sacred 
college. 

Of the maximum of 70 cardinals 
there are now only 58, owing to a se 
ries of deaths. The pontiff has main- 
tained his own counsel concerning the 
program of the consistory and it has 
been impossible to learn what he in- 
tends to do. Previous popes have an- 
nounced the names of new cardinals 
at least one month before a consistory. 
Pius XI, however, sometimes holds 
his announcement until the consistory 
itself and sometimes until a few days 
before. 

It was generally believed today that 
the United States would not receive a 
fifth cardinal at this consistory. There 
are now mote foreign cardinals than 
Italians and ecclesiastics have won- 
dered whether the pope may not take 
steps to change this balance to give 
Italians their customary strength in 
the college. 


Witnesses Testify 
To Meeting “Victim” 
After Alleged Murder 


FORT LAUDERDALE, Fla., Nov. 
19.—(/)—Testimony of three defense 
witnesses that they had seen Robert 
R. Barber after the date he is sup- 
posed to have been killed and his 
body mutilated was introduced today 
in the trial of William Hicks, former 
chief deputy sheriff of Broward coun- 
ty, on trial for killing Barber in 1925. 

Gordon Cliff, Statesboro, Ga., who 
said he was a carpenter in 1925, tes- 
tified that he drank beer until almost 
midnight with Barber on the night the 
latter was said to have been killed. 

They went to a rock pit near here 


to drink, he said, and added that 
they met the next morning and took a 
drink behind the plant of a lumber 
concern here. 

J. M. Wilson, also of Statesboro, 
said he knew Barber and that he had 
seen him the morning after he was 
supposed to have been killed. Barber 
was riding in an automobile, Wilson 
said. He testified further that he 
had seen Barber at the railroad depot 
Lin Waycross, Ga., in May, 1927, and 
that he had held a conversation with 


him. 

D. G. Rav, who testified that he 
came from Georgia, also said he had 
seen Barber after the time the latter 
is supposed to have been killed. 


J. J. RIORDAN’S WILL 
UP FOR PROBATE 
IN NEW YORK. CITY 


NEW YORK, Nov. 19.—(/)—The 
will of James J. Riordan, president 
of the County Trust Company of 


New- York, who committed suicide 
November 8, was filed for probate to- 
day. The amount of the estate was 
not given, merely the customar 
“more than $10,000” being stated. 
The document said Mr. Riordan left 
more than $10,000 in real property 
and more than $10,000 in personal 
property. 

There were two legacies of $25.000 
each, however, for his sisters, Mrs. 
Margaret A. Geagan and Mrs. Mary 
A. idurry, and his attorney, Daniel 
J. Mooney, said he believed there 
would be “a very considerable sum,” 
for his four children who are even- 
tually to receive the balance of the 
estate.
